To divert the attention of 
smokers the “ Fuji" braid; a. grade ubove 
the “Shikishima,” Has bésn introducod. 
This ruse, however, has proved a failure, as 
the two brands are made of the amo ma- 
terial, p secret which ivas soon discovered 
by smokers, who refuso to pay 2 sen more 
merely for the éhanga of nme, 

On the other hand the agents of the 
Monopoly Office attribute the shortage of 
the supply of materinl for hotter qualities 
to the mismanagement of the #athorities, 
whom they hold responsible. ‘They main- 
tain that the Monopoly authorities, with a 
view to obtaining the lov at the lowest 
possiblo price, promise farmers to pay yen 
100, and encourage them to use the best 
fertiliser, &c., but when the harvest time 
arrives the authorities find fault with the 
farmers, cancel their promises, and forge 
the deduction of the price, neting under 
the authority of the Government. Thus 
instead of getting yen 100 the farmers 
would be compelled to be content with 
about yon 80. Sich practices on the part 
of the authorities, it is alleged, have 
driven farmugs to foresake the cultivation 
of tobacco, 

The statement that the demand for 
botter qualities has markedly increased of 
Inte is merely n subterfuge, and it is 
maintained that the Government itsclf bas 
brought shout the shortage of the supply 
of tho good quality of the leaf. Whatever 
may be the cnuso, it is the tobacco dealers 
who are suffering from the short supply of 
the most saleable brands, They cannot do 
business without having some of the brands 
in question in stock. Some of them have 
been to the agents of thé Monopoly Office 
begging for the supply of oven 10 or 20 
boxes of the cigarettes in question, 
The Monopoly Office would agree to 
let them have some but would charge 
exorbitant prices—Y1.35 por’ box of tho 
“Yamato” and Y1.60 for the “Shiki. 
shima.” At this price, the dealer would 
make a profit of 5 sen on each box of the 
“Yamato,” but nota rin on the « Shiki- 
shima." The doslers regard it ay bad 
endbigh to havo to sacrifice tho profit on the 
“Shikishima ” “Gisnd; but they cannot put 
up with tho conditions imposed upon them. 
The Monopoly Office domands that they

WHAT'S IN A NAME? 
\ 


Grand Exhibition of Japan. 


The coming Tokyo Exhibition is de» 
signated with different names in forcign 
papers, some describing it as an Interna- 
tional Exhibition and others as tho Great 
Exhibition. Tho Exbibition Bureau has 
ecided to adept as tho English namo the 
title “Grand Exhibition of Japan,” equi- 
yalent to ‘Nihon Dai Hakurankai.” In- 
vitations have heen issued to tho Treaty 
Powers xsking for support for the ex- 
hibition. It is explained that the exhibi- 
tion will be held in Tokyo, and will re- 
main open from April Ist to October 30th, 
1912. Ii will bo- conducted by the 
Government, and is intended to be the 
largest exhibition ever scen in Japan, in- 
cluding oxhibits of all produce, manutae- 
ture and works, which ropresent tho de- 
velopment of the industry and civilisation, 
and tho resources: of wealth of the Em- 
pire, ‘Tris also hoped to collect forcigu 
produce and manufactures, hy inviting the 
support of foreign Government and pri- 
vate concerns and individuals. The cost 
of the exhibition, to be defrayod out of 
the State Treasury, ia estimated at 
‘Y10,000,000, in addition to proportionate 
expenditure to bo defrayed from tho local 
treasuries of various Prefectures; and the 
now Japanese dominion abroad. Tho Gov. 
emment carnestly hopes that foreign 
Governments will voluntarily support the 
othibition and urgo the people of their 
reapective countries to_sead exhibits as 
frovly ax practienble, -For the displiy of 
educatiounl, scientific, industrial and elec- 
tric works and machinery from‘ foroign 
exhibitors, threo special buildings built 
by the Government will be placed at the 
disposal of oxhibitors. Tho Government 
farther hopes that foreign Governmenta will 
erect their own buildings to represont the 
structures paculiar to their rexpactive coun- 
tries, Foreign Govornmenta. or private 
concerns or individuals are also invited to 
erect buildings for’ the display of general 
produce and manuioctures, For the con- 
struction of such buildings space will bo 
given free of charze, and all necessary as- 
sistance and facilities will bo afforded for 
the importation of the materials required 
for the works, ote,

THE EINCHOW RIOT. 


News from the Locality 


(Chinese Mails ‘Service ; 
Canton, September 9.

DR JOHN, LL.D. 
Novel Scone at Berlin, 


A Berlin correspondent of an English 
paper reports that an unusual sceno was 
witnessed in tho Aula of Berlin University 
on July 19th whon for the first time, the 
degreo of Doctor was conferred or a student 
of Chinese nationality. The cer aony Was 
conducted in the presence of the Chinese 
Ministers to the Courts of. Berlin and 
Vienna, and a large number of students 
and most of the Chinese 
and residonts in Berlin. Ma Do Yuen, 
who hns acquired the title of Doctor 
of Jurisprudence, has studied for six. 
semesters id Beslin, during which timo 
he hns trinslated into Chinese 


which he has added his own commentaries. 


In his dissertation he treats of ‘*The}- 


entrance of the Chinese Empire into the 
international. union.’. Ho asserts in it 
that the Chinego are not so: arrogantly 
and narrow-niindeilly disinclined to 
progress as anny. Western authors 
represent them to be. He contends 


that tho assimilation of Western culturo 
with that of the Chinese cannot be 
accomplished as quickly as Europeans 
consider possible, for the Chinese cannot 
be expected at once to renounce the 
culture which they hav. preserved for 
a thousand years, nor give up - their 
nationality, Ho points out that Euro- 

ans overlook the immensity of the 
Chinese Enpire, which i is equal in size to 
the Continent of Europe, and.claima that 
Euro) ‘openns ara hardly themsolves to blame 
if Western civilisation does ‘not quickly 
tke hold Ke 400,000,000 ee 

uropeans, ho says, judge evorything from 
their own standpoint, and he is sure that 
many one-sided judgments and many 
mutual prejudices will disappear when 
Europeans and‘ Chinese understand ench 
other better.
